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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed on 8/24/2010. Claims 1 , 
2 and 4-31 are now pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 2 and 4-31 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims are allowable over the closest reference: Bernhoff et al. (US 
2002/0070428). 

Bernhoff et al. disclose a semiconductive device comprising a field grading 
material, wherein the material comprises a polymer based material filled with particles of 
BaTi0 3 , Ti0 2 , Al 2 0 3 , MgO, ZnO or SiC, wherein SiC has an energy gap exceeding 1 .5 
eV (abstract, claim 17, [0036] and [0037]). 

Thus, Bernhoff et al. do not teach or fairly suggest the claimed field grading 
material for grading an electric field in high voltage applications, the field grading 
material comprising: a polymeric matrix comprising a filler, wherein the filler comprises a 
resistive and/or capacitive field grading effective amount of particles having at least one 
dimension smaller than or equal to 1 00 nm , wherein said particles comprise any 
semiconducting material having an energy bandgap larger than 0 eV and smaller than 5 
eV, wherein the particles are dispersed in the polymeric matrix, and wherein the field 
grading material comprises less than 40% by volume of the filler particles.

In light of the above discussion, it is evident as to why the present claims are 
patentable over the prior art.
